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The Battle of Manila Bay 


ISTED foremost in the battle annal of the war with 
Spain is that of the battle of Manila Bay. On 
numerous occasions, the tragic sinking of the Vaine, 
in which two hundred and fifty Americans lost their 
lives, has erroneously been reported as the initial battle. 
It was in some measure the fore-runner that brought about 
the final negotiations with Spain, but due to the fact that 
implicity of Spanish officials in the Maine catastrophe 
could not be obtained, the incident was not mentioned in 
the declaration of war. However, as an aftermath of the 
sinking of the Maine, President MeKinley sent an ulti- 
matum to Madrid demanding Spain’s withdrawal from 
Cuba. Spain retaliated and notified the American min- 
ister at Madrid that diplomatic relations were suspended 
Thus came the first major breath of actual war, a war to 
free Cuba from Spanish oppression. 

At sundown on April 30th, 1898, Commodore George 
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Dewey and his fleet of nine ships approached the entrance 
of Manila Bay with the Olympia leading. The crews were 
ordered to battle stations and the darkened ships slid 
cautiously through the mine-filled bay. Like black phan- 
toms they slid through the night and daylight revealed 
the city of Manila about five miles off the starboard beam 
and the fleet of seventeen Spanish ships lying in a ragged 
crescent dead ahead 

The s-inech guns of the Olympia roared out. As if this 
were a signal, the other ships joined in. Marines aboard 
the ships fought their guns with the cool precision of vet- 
erans. Even when a shell tore through the insides of the 
USS Baltimore and exploded, wounding two officers and 
six men, the crew stood to their guns and hurled 35,750 
pounds of steel into the hostile works. To and fro steamed 
the Americans, pouring a deadly cannonade into the 
enemy. The Spanish gunboats and batteries smashed back. 
For nearly two hours the battle raged. Then Dewey 
withdrew to check on ammunition. 

Still ignorant as to the great damage they had inflicted, 
the American gunners were jubilant to find so few eas- 
ualties among themselves. The remaining quantity of 
ammunition was more than the Commoder had hoped for 
and shortly afterward they returned to destroy the entire 
Spanish fleet. As soon as the shore batteries were ham- 
mered into silence, Dewey ordered Lieutenant Williams 
and his detachment of U. S. Marines ashore to oceupy the 
Spanish navy vard. It was here that the American flag 
flew for the first time over territory captured from Spain. 
Victorious, Admiral Dewey steamed homeward with his 
fleet and found he had become the hero of the age.

Rarely is a battle decided in one day, and during 
all this wearing period, the soldier must function as a 
soldier, marksman, machine-gunner, pioneer, link in the 
chain of intelligence, carrier of supplies and countless 
other duties that make him a peer in his chosen profession. 
If he is to traverse the long road of hell that is the modern 
battlefield and realize a victory, he must possess an un- 
breakable tenacity and be ready for any sacrifice. He 
must be unwavering for long days on end and maintain 
the virtues of the soldiers of the Marne, Ypres and 
Verdun. 

This year Army Day also marks the twenty-first anni- 
versary of our entrance in the World War and it is only 
proper that one commemorative day be singled out in 
which we might pay our respects to the United States 
Army.

At the Black Grocery Tavern gathered 
the riff-raff from the prize-ring, gamblers, 
and shady characters from the race tracks. 
Black Brant, the proprietor, opens his 
establishment as a clearing house for 
stolen thoroughbreds. Here the animals 
are dyed and otherwise disguised, later 
to be sold in wholesale quantities to a 
New York fenee. 

The long-absent son of Black grant 
arrives on the seene. Behind him is a 
trail of robbery, murder and pillage. In 
Jean Randall he sees a fresh, country 
beauty; a prize to be won. 

There also arrives a mysterious, itiner 
ate blacksmith who goes to work for Black 
Brant. Derk Wilkes is his name. An in 
timacy springs up between him and Jean; 
and Young Brant decides something must 
be done. 

In the meantime Boston Corners is agog. 
A great bare-knuckle fight is scheduled be 
tween Morrissey and Sullivan. But even 
this isn’t on the level, with two factions 
each believing the fight is fixed to go their 
way. Thousands of persons pour into the 
small village, coming from New York, 
from Albany, and all the smal] surrounding 
towns. 

Meanwhile the law-abiding citizens have 
formed a committee, ready to strike dur 
ing the height of the fight. 

Black Brant was a former pirate, and 
he had a treasure trove of loot stored 
beneath his tavern. His son plans to steal 
it during the excitement, and Jean is to be 
abducted. 

Chance intervenes, and there is a smash 
ing climax, with enough murder, blood 
and lust to satisfy any reader. 


CAMPANOLOGIST MURDER 
DEATH STOPS THE BELLS. By Rich 


ard M. Baker (Seribner’s). $2.00. 

The schoolmaster sleuth, Franklin Rus 
sell, is rapidly establishing himself in the 
realm of detective fiction. He solved the 
mysteries for us in ‘‘Death Stops the 
Rehearsal,’’ and in ‘‘Death Stops the 
Manuscript.’’ And now Mr. Baker pre- 
sents his amateur clue-follower with an 
other problem. 

One Sunday afternoon Franklin Russell, 
while visiting an old friend of the fam 
ily, listens to hymns chiming out from a 
nearby bell-tower. He learns several per 
sons have adopted campanology (bell ring 
ing, so don’t bother to look it up) as a 
hobby. There is an abrupt pause in the 
bells, then they resume. 

Even while he was learning of the con 
struction and history of the private bell 
tower, Franklin Russell is informed that 
murder has been committed. 

He who had been playing was lying with 
his head bashed in, and the amateur sleuth 
is confronted with another murder mystery. 

Clues are scarce and motives many. The 
most obvious one is the long-standing, bit 
ter feud between two branches of the 
Cavenger family. And nothing in the 
world can be more bitter than hostilities 
within a family. 

Russell overlooks nothing. The position 
in which the body is lying, that pause in 
the middle of the hymn, whether the clap 
pers on the bells were secured or not, each 
tas its own significance to the ecriminolo- 
gist. But the web of clues seems to en 
tangle more than elarify. Other possibili- 
ties and ramifications present themselves to 
further involve the mystery. Then another 
pair of murders occur, serving in them- 
selves to point to the guilty; and Franklin 
Russell solves his third mystery. 

Mr. Richard M. Baker is more or less 
of a protege of S. S. Van Dine, from whom 
he has learned many things.

The outfit imeluded a 
mounted machine gun section and they had 


a searlet guidon of their own. 

Besides orderly duty, the Horse Marines 
maintained a mounted patrol at night. It 
took a eensus of all Americans living in 
Peiping and its suburbs. This made the 
men of the detachment thoroughly familiar 
with the place of residence of all Americans. 
They knew the location of all legation and 
Chinese Government buildings. 

In times of trouble all Americans were 
called into the Embassy compound. By day 
the hoisting of an American flag with a blu 
signal pennant beneath it, or the display of 
red and blue lights at night on the Marin 
Corps’ 310-foot radio tower within the com 
pound, was the signal for this assembly. 
Four shots from a field gun in the com 
pound warned Americans to watch the tow 
er, the highest structure in Peiping, for 
danger signals. 

Even so, it was often necessary for the 
Marines to go out and bring the Americans 
in. This job was turned over to the mounted 
detachment. Horsemen could go places where 
the conditions of Peiping’s narrow streets 
would have halted a motorcycle or an auto 
mobile. 

Though shot and shot at, they never saw 
any serious action. But they were useful, 
efficient and decorative. The weekly parade 
of the American Embassy Guard was al 
ways a social affair. Occasionally a visiting 
dignitary took the salute of the Horse Ma 
rines. 

But times change. Chinese soldiers are 
now armed and equipped as well as United 
States Marines. Chinese no longer stand in 
awe of a Horse Marine. Telephone lines and 
improved streets have facilitated communi 
cation. 

A decision to disband the mounted Marine 
Detachment followed the Government’s de 
cision to split the Peiping Embassy Guard. 
Half its personnel is to be transferred to 
Tientsin to replace the Fifteenth Infantry, 
which has been ordered home. 

The hard-riding soldiers of the sea will 
be assigned to regular companies. Some of 
their white, black, bay and roan ponies will 
be retained for Government service. The 
others will be sold to officers and foreigners 
for riding. 

To First Lieut. David M. Randall, U. § 
M. C., fell the honor of being the first com 
mander of the Peiping Horse Marines. To 
Second Lieut. De Wolf Schatzel, U. S. M. C., 
fell the honor of being their last. In be 
tween these two, the command was held by 
several officers.—Baltimore Evening Sun.
